summer, Mrs. Demarehus C. Brown 
o f Indianapolis, who lectures 
here 
frequently and has 
many 
friends 
tere, ha* receiv ed a letter describing 
something of the life in the trenches. 
Mrs. Brown say s that at the time 
of the 
reception 
there 
was 
no 
thought of war. 
The city officials 
were receiv ing, according to Mrs. 
frown, as gue.*ts of honor the Senc- 
galis, big ebony - fellows from Mada­ 
gascar and the French colonies in 
\friea, and the Algerian Tirailleurs. 
The French captain was already a 
v eteran, and a man ot‘ wide obser­ 
v ation and ex perience, delightfully 
witty and friendly . 
He spoke v ery 
lighly of Americans and Mrs Brown 
recalls that lie said: “ 1 hope some 
day . to *ee y our wonderful country , 
y our great Chicago, which y ou as ­ 
sure tne is* near y our own city with 
the unpronounceable name, and to 
see for m y self y our famous sky ­ 
scrapers.” For, like most Europeans 
te seemed to think Americans all 
tv e in twenty -fiv e-story sky -serap- 
1 >e rs —J *gra 11 ec iel *. ’ ’— sera t e h ers

leav en. 
*rior to Christinas 
the 
Browns 
sent the French captain a Christmas 
greeting, not knowing where lie was, 
>ut addressing him at his garrison 
town. 
The letter was receiv ed and 
te has replied in part as follows: 
“ Your letter has just reached me 
it the front today , December 20. It 
is forbidden us to tell who re we are 
dherwise 1 should willingly tell y ou. 
It 
must suffice to say that I left 
tome August M. 
Since that time we 
hav e been marching 
and 
fight’ing 
day and night. 
That makes almost 
fiv e months, and 
I 
assure 
y ou 
I 
tav e seen many things of which I 
nev er dreamed in those bright day s 
in Paris last summer. 
Many of my 
comrades hav e 
been 
killed 
and 
wounded. 
For my self, 
happily 
I 
hav e not been touched, 
and 
am 
keeping in v ery good 
health, 
al­ 
though I hav e grown v ery thin from 
lack of sleep and continual fatigue. 
In spite o f it all, the constant anx i­ 
ety and hardship, our morale is e x ­ 
cellent. 
The army is in fine spirits 
and fine condition and we shall be 
satisfied only when we hav e crushed 
our enemy . 
I hope indeed that God 
will grant me a return to France. 
Then, after it is ov er, I shall hav e 
many things to tell in detail which 1 
am not permitted to write now. 
“ We are now in the midst of the 
bad weather. 
We are out in 
the 
open, under the rain and the snow 
hut we suffer without complaining 
for we know we are marching in the 
name 
o f 
civ ilization. 
You can 
imagine how often I think tif my 
little house in J — , with its garden 
full of those old-fashioned flowers 
My beautiful horse is with me, an< 
we hav e had many adv entures to­ 
gether. 
1 suppose we shall stay to­ 
gether until the end, whatev er end it 
shall he. 
You can not know how 
encourages us all to feel that our 
friends in America think o f us and 
wish us well.”
